TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Max it please Youb Majesty, 

I have, with my very humble duty, to submit a Beport on 
the condition of Queen’s College, Cork, for the session 1904-5. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
session was 251, as against 225 during the session 1903-4. 

Of the 251 students, 240 were matriculated and 11 non- 
matriculated. The number of new students was 81. Of these, 
61 came from the Boyal University of Ireland, 8 from other 
colleges and universities, and 11 were not matriculated. 

I have the honour to report that the work done in College 
during the session has been of a satisfactory character, and a 
fair list of honours and distinctions obtained at the Boyal Uni- 
versity is appended. I may specially call attention to the 
success of Mr. Jeremiah M'Carthy, who obtained First Class 
Honours and a First Class Exhibition at the final examination 
for the degree of Bachelor of Engineering. 

I have to refer, however, as my predecessor did in his last 
report, to the evident unwillingness of candidates from this 
College to present themselves for Honours, and particularly 
for Honours in Medicine, a very striking instance of which 
was brought under my notice during the past session, i have 
no doubt that this is, in part, due to the present system of 
examining for honours and pass adopted at the University ; but 
it seems evident to me that it is also, in part, due to the in- 
sufficient number of examiners appointed from this College by 
the University. There are several important subjects in which 
this College is unrepresented ; notable amongst the earlier 
group is Chemistry; whilst it is most unsatisfactory that, in 
such important subjects at the final examination as Pathology, 
Medicine and Midwifery, this College is wholly without repre- 
sentation. Considering the size and importance of our Medical 
School .it ought not to.be necessary or possible to make this

complaint - but I am bound to mention the matter since the 
comparatively small number of students presenting themselves 
for honours from this College has sometimes bee “ 
argument in' its disfavour. It is an argument wWWJ 
neither against the students, who are quite fitted to study io 
honours nor against their teachers, who are anxious to prepare 
“for“ eh examinations, and often urge upon, the better 
men the desirability of reading for and 

distinctions. It really is an argument; against the system 
under which these examinations are conducted. I should n 
be surprised to see a decline m the number of students pre^ 
senting themselves for the examinations of the Royal Umver 
sity of Ireland. I should regret this decline were it to take 
place as I now regret the indisposition of the students to 
present themselves for honours, for the reasons which 1 have 
mentioned. It is disappointing to find students worthy ^f 
higher distinction, contenting themselves with the qualified 
tions of licensing bodies, when they ought to go out from th e 
College the possessors of University degrees. If, however 
they cannot be persuaded to take up the University course m 
Dublin, rather than that they should enter the prof ession rf 
Medicine merely as diplomats, it might be better to them 
to enter for the examinations of London University ^as 
extern students. At the present time, it seems that a large 
proportion of the students of Medicine who do not present 
themselves for examination at the Royal University of Ire 
land, do Dot even obtain their diplomas m this country, but go 
to Scotland for them. I cannot hut conclude that there is 
something wrong in our local systems of examinations when 
things are as I find them to he. 

In making the above remarks in connection with the ques- 
tion of representation on Boards of Examiners I am not to be 
supposed, for a moment, to be suggesting that the examiners 
selected from other institutions are capable of any deviation 
from the strictest impartiality. I am sure that they are not , 
but it is quite obvious that, in spite of this , students examined 
by extern examiners are at a great disadvantage as compared 
with those who are examined by their own teachers. It is 
plain that the scope of the subjects examined upon is so great, 
and the aspects from which these subjects can be viewed are 
so numerous, that the systems of teaching m different .insti- 
tutions cannot, and, indeed,, one might fairly say having 
regard to the calibre of the instructors who ought to be em- 
ployed in places of university rank — ought not to be, identical. 
It follows, then, that students who are examined at examina- 
tions where their own teachers are not adequately represented, 
are at a disadvantage, because they are being examined by a 
man or by men whose views and methods may differ , and even 
very widely differ, from those of the teacher under whom they 
have been trained. One result of this is that students, being 
aware of the disadvantage under which they are placed, too 
often devote a large portion of their time to cramming up the 
kind of questions which they imagine that this foreign 
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of Queen' sjjoliege, Cork 

examiner is likely to set. Such a plan is ruinous to all true 
education, and an Institution which in any way encourages 
such a system is doing an injury to education rather than pro- 
moting it. 

At the end of the session I received and transmitted to His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, who has been pleased to 
accept them, the resignations of two of the senior members of 
the staff of this College. Professor Bunnell Lewis, who held 
the Chair of Latin, was one of the original group of professors 
appointed at the foundation of the College, and was, I believe, 
the oldest professor in any of the Queen's Colleges. Professor 
Savage- Armstrong, who held the Chair of English Literature 
and History, has been for thirty-three years the occupant of 
that position. He holds a Fellowship in the Royal University, 
and his services will be a great loss to the College which he 
has so loyally supported for a number of years. 

During the session a new department has been constituted, 
and will commence its work next October. This Department 
is for the training of teachers for Secondary Schools. It has 
been constructed on lines similar to those at present adopted 
by several other universities and university colleges,' and has 
received the recognition of the Board of Education of England 
for the purposes of § 3 (2) i. of the Teachers’ Registration 
Regulations . It is the first institution in Ireland to have 
secured this recognition, which has been given, in the first 
instance, for a year, and an inspection of the College and 
department will take place in the autumn. Several schools in 
Cork have agreed to allow the practical part of the course to 
be followed within their walls. 

A Lectureship on Education has been created in the College, 
and has been divided between two occupants — Mr E. P. 
M'Swiney, Head Master of the Blackpool School— “ History 
of Education ” ; and Miss Martin, Head Mistress of the Cork 
High School— “ Methods of Teaching and School Manage- 
ment.” 

This being my first report since Your Majesty did me the 
signal honour of appointing me to the position of President, 
Your Majesty will naturally expect me to comment upon the 
nature of the accommodation for and the provision of teaching 
in the College. I proceed, therefore, to mention some few. 
of the matters which urgently require attention, in order that 
the teaching in this College may be brought up to the highest 
level. In making these comments I should desire to premise, 
first, that I am making reference only to internal alterations, 
though much might be said respecting the far from satisfactory 
relations of the College with the population around it ; and 
secondly, that in anything I may say I must not be understood 
as making any reflections on the existing staff. On the .con- 
trary, I have seen quite enough of them to be aware that they 
are working in a splendid manner and achieving results which 
I cannot but consider to be remarkable, having regard to the 
very adverse circumstances under which their labours are 
carried on. 
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There are in the first place, three Chairs of a composite 
character, the duties of each of which should be sub-divided 
This is a very pressing need. It is chiefly of importance toa 
the teaching of Anatomy should be severed from that of Phy- 
siology. ■ A joint Chair for these sUbjects-which is a relic of 
the pre-historic ages of medicine— was out of date when th 
College was founded, and is now only to be met with, so far 
as I am aware in the whole civilised world, in the Colleges o 
Cork and Galway. The Chair of Botany, /oology and - Geo- 
logy also needs sub-division. It is not impossible to find a 
man who can teach both Zoology and Botany, though the 
combination is not a thing to be desired, but where we shall 
find a successor for Professor Hartog, when the time comes 
for him to leave us, I do not quite know, for specialisation has 
now made it extremely difficult to find men with a competent 
knowledge of these three subjects. During the session the 
appointment of a Demonstrator of Mineralogy has been sanc- 
tioned, for this also is one of the subjects which comes undei 
the cognizance of the Biological Chair. 

In the next place, I would call attention to the great neces- 
sity which exists for the constitution of a Chair of Pathology 
in place of the present Lectureship, or at least— for the name 
is the less pressing of the two matters— for the adequate pay- 
ment of the present Lecturer, a most accomplished and high y 
trained gentleman, with valuable knowledge acquired at home 
and abroad, who now devotes the whole of his time to latho- 
logical’ work for a miserably insufficient remuneration. 

When the great importance of the study of subjects such as 
Pathology and Bacteriology to the public health and to 
economic questions is taken into consideration, I feel that i 
cannot too strongly press this matter. , , 

The mention of this Chair leads me to speak of the next 
matter, namely, the great need that there is for the provision 
of further accommodation for the practical departments. 
These departments are housed in rooms which were too small 
for their purposes at the time that the College was built, and 
are- now quite inadequate for the classes which meet in them, 
and for modern requirements. I would particularly here 
allude, as an example, to the case of Natural Philosophy or 
Physics. This is a subject in which students are now expected 
to handle and use implements which were unknown at the 
foundation of the College, and which, even a few years ago, 
were never seen except in the hands of men of the highest 
distinction in this subject. In fact the teaching of this subject 
has undergone a complete revolution in the past few years. 
Here our professor has to teach ninety students, and has for 
that purpose only one small laboratory and a class-room. By 
means of a re-arrangement of space we have provided him 
with a further extension for his practical work, but this pro- 
vision can only temporarily meet the difficulty. 

I would also plead for further accommodation for the prac- 
tical work of the classes of Pathology and Chemistry. Both 
of these departments are housed in the most cramped manner , 
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and this is particularly to be regretted when one remembers 
that the subjects in question are so closely connected with the 
Public Health and with the advancement and success of so 
many industries. Public Health teaching we do give here, 
and a number of post-graduate students avail themselves of it ; 
but I should like to extend the teaching of Applied Science 
very much further, and provide for the instruction in the 
scientific principles of their business of brewers, distillers, 
vinegar makers, and other persons engaged in fermentative 
industries ; and I should also desire to provide instruction for 
teachers of Agriculture and other pursuits in which Chemistry 
and Bacteriology are of importance. Finally, I should like to 
constitute departments in which any manufacturer or agricul- 
turalist or other person desirous of a report, chemical or bac- 
teriological, upon any substance, could obtain that report from 
a specialist for a small fee. These things are being accom- 
plished in England; they are urgently required in this coun- 
try ; they could be perfectly well done here, but the problem 
cannot be attacked, with any hope of real success, whilst the 
accommodation is what it is. 

In the next place, I would allude to the inadequate accom- 
modation for the teaching of -Physiology. This important 
subject requires three laboratories — one for Chemical, one for 
Experimental, and one for Microscopical work. The present 
professor has one laboratory, and that a small one. Lastly, 
in this connection, I would point to the inadequate accommo- 
dation in the Biological laboratory. The garden and plant- 
house are beyond all praise, but the room for practical work is 
far too small for the number of students frequenting it, and is 
by no means well lit, a remark which might be made about 
other rooms where -much has been sacrificed for the sake of 
architectural beauty. 

Want of space must also be my complaint respecting the 
Library. This contains a most valuable collection of books, 
open to all genuine students, whether connected with the 
College or not. It is, in fact, the only library of a character 
useful to scientific, literary or historical workers in the South 
of Ireland. Yet it is so cramped for space that it is now ex- 
ceedingly difficult to know how to dispose of the books which 
are yearly added to it. 

I now pass to the subject of assistants, or demonstrators, in 
the several departments, and more particularly in the prac- 
tical departments. I need not dilate upon the hardship of 
expecting men of distinction to carry out the duties of these 
departments without any skilled assistance, nor the impossi- 
bility of their doing that original work which they would be 
glad to do, and which would add to the usefulness of this Col- 
lege, were it possible of accomplishment, whilst they are situ- 
ated as they are at present. I will content myself by pointing 
out that, so far as I know — and I have a fairly wide knowledge 
of such matters — there is no other institution in the United 
Kingdom accomplishing the work w'hich this College is accom- 
plishing, with so small a staff of teachers. 
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Finally, I would allude to the necessity for a more generous 
provision for the Museums of the College. These ought to be 
of great educational value to the people of the district and 
they have many visitors during the year, besides being laigely 
utilised by the students. But the amount of money available 
for the provision of new specimens is wholly msnfficieB 4 and 
there are no funds to pay for skilled persons capable of setting 
up new preparations. Hence these Museums depend for their 
success upon the labours of the professors, who are, as I have 
already shown, overburdened with teaching work to an extent 

unknown elsewhere. . , . 

I venture to submit these matters, with deep respect to 
Your Majesty as preliminaries which require immediate atten- 
tion before other great problems can be attacked. 

I have only to say, in conclusion, that the tone and conduct 
of the students has been excellent ; indeed, 1 am informed by 
old members of the College that it never was at a higher level 
No unsatisfactory incident of any land has occurred during 
time which has elapsed .since my appointment to the position 
of President.
